of the revolted Colonies of Great Britain. 
When he afterwards challenged an Enog- 
lish officer, and on the ground delivered 
his fire, the Englishman scorned to re- 
turn it, and told him that he left him to 
the hangman. No turn-coat isa loyal 
man, because loyalty is /ealte, fidelity to 
plighted faith, duty or love, the opposite 
of treachery. Anciently, men were 
loyal to the Sovereign, afterwards to the 
Nation,—in England and the United 
States, tothe Constitulion. 

More than half the men who now pre- 
tend to be supereminently loyal, would 
have preferred the claim for themselves 
of unwavering loyalty to the Confederate 
States, if they had been successful. 
Some of the most noisy and pretentious 
accepted office, civil or military, under 
the Confederate government, and swore 
to support the Constitution of the Con- 
federate States. These, no honorable 
man really respects. 

If we were not one of a great number 
of men actuated by the same motives 
and who pursued one and the same 
course, We should not speak here of our- 
selves. We believed that a State had 
the right to withdraw from the Union. 
We did pot think it either necessary or 


in seceding by herself, South Caroling’ 
acted not only rashly and improvidently, 
but upgenerously. We knew that if she 
and the two or three others that at firs: 
seceded were let alone, to try the experj- 
ment of 4& separate goverament, 
no others would join’ them, and 
their people would soon weary of it, and 
return into the Union. It was a su- 
preme folly to attempt coercion : sinee 
that alone induced Virginia and North 
Carolina, Louisiana, Texas, and Arkan. 
sas aud Tennessee to withdraw, and se p- 
erated the peuple of Missouri and Kepn- 
tucky into hostile camps. We foresaw, 
before the 41h of March, 1861, that force 
would be employed. It pot only wag 
ao, but the very States that had refused 
to secede were called unon to furnish 
troops to coerce those 1 at had with- 
drawn.

This evasion of that law, and smug- 
gling, are no more regarded as dishonest 
orimmoral in the North, than the dis- 
tilling of poteen was in Ireland years 
ago, when it was deemed a merit to kill 
guager,’’ or the smuggling of laces 
and brandy and claret from France into 


Kogland. The crime consisted in being 
caught. 


But while Mr. Commissioner recom. 
mends reducing their tax oue-half, he 
insists on continuing that on raw cotton 
“fot one or two years vet,” or “until 
the crop of the world renders jj neces 
sary to reduce the tax so as to compete.’ 
And he adds, that this tax “ is collected 
iu the Southern States, from Which buta 
small quantity of revenue can now be 
‘Olleeted in any other shape, and its re- 
peal would inflict more grievous burthens 
ou other industries,"’ 


Upon this the New Orleans Ay Vetin, 
whose remarks we have almost literally 
re-pi oduced, says :

On the morning of the 11th, (Sunday 


ata little after midnight, some young 


men in Beyrut, who were out of doors, 
saw what they described as a rain of fire, 
the stars seeming to have got loose anid 
to be running about the sky in disorder 
Soon after, a terrific thunderstorm set in, 
and for two hours there was an almost 


‘uninterrupted crash of thunderand glare 


of sheet lightning. 
On the morning of the lith, at four 


o'clock, I was awaked from sleep by one 


of the protestant young men shouting, 
‘*The stars are all coming down!’ I 


arose immediately, and spent the rest of 


the night with some friends, guests in 
my house, walking upon the house top. 


The sight was indescribably grand and 
beautiful. A slight mist obstructed the 
view toward the south, but over Leba- 


non and the sea the sky was clear, and 
the meteors were pouring down like a 
rain of fire. Some were small, and 


others were large, and almost every one 


left a long train of tire behind it, so that 
the effect was beautiful in the extreme. 

One immense green meteer came dewn 
over Lebanon, nearly as large, to ap- 
—-, as the moon, and burst with a 
eud noise, leaving a green pillar of light 
in the train. Many of them roared 
——— the air, and exploded before 
reaching the earth. 

While looking toward Lebanon, the 
whole sky became suddenly illumined, 
as if by the light of the noon-day, and 
turning around we saw an immense 
column of light to the northwest, over 
the sea, being evidently the train left by 
some enormous meteor which had fallen 
into the sea. It was to count them, and 
the display continued, until the dawn, 
when their light was obscured by the 
king of day. The young man who 


aroused me from sleep said that a half 


hour previous, or at half past three, the 
sight was terrific, and he ran into the 
house for fear of being overwhelmed 
with fire.. It was, be said, a continuous 
fire rain of large and small stars, for 
,more than half an hour, when he re- 
membered my request, and ran to give 
me word.

Liability of a Husband for Purchases by 
Mis Wife. 


Supreme Court Circuit Part—Part 
udge EF.

Mary A. Douglass vs. Charles M. Meyer, 
The plaintiff, who keeps a ladies’ fur- 
_Nishing store, brought this action to 
ver for a variety of expensive arti- 
cles of dress furnished to the defendant, 
a wealthy resident of this city. They 
included crinoline, silk cloak, purple 
morning wrapper, French corset and 
balmora! skirt. The defense was that 
the wife was living apart from the hus- 
band at the time of the purchase, and 
that it was unauthorized - him. The 
plaintiff testified that Mrs. Meyer bad 
previously purchased goods at ber store, 
which were paid for by her husband’s 
checks. On the part of the defendant it 
was shown that his wife had deserted 
him a@ short time previous to the pur- 
chase, and lived separately for about a 
month. The court charged the jury 
thata husband was liable for necessa- 
ries furnished to his wife, whether she 
lived with him or not; but that it could 
hardly be pretended that the articles 
sued for were necessaries—they were 
rather expensive articles of luxury. A 
man, however, was bound to pay for ar- 
ticles of dress purchased by his wife 
suitable for her

_ The Condition ef Austria. 

The Vienna Gazette calculates that as 
the result of the new military system 
adopted in ‘Austria, the army will 
amount to 1,500,000 men, of whom 800, - 
000 will be on the active list, and the 
residue in the first and second reserves. 
The present population of Austria num- 
bers about 32,500,000 souls, of which 
16,000,000 are males, and of these proba 
bly about a half are between the ages of 
sixteen and sixty. But of this number, 
$,000,000 adult men under sixty years 
of age, about one-fourth would be in- 
eapacitated for military service. There 
are, therefore, 6,000,000 men to furnish 
an active army of 800,000, which is
